US Senator Mtch McConnell visits OiAsley Goirly 


On Friday, State 
Senator Robert Stivers 
and U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell paid a visit 
to Owsley County. In 
a packed room at the 
Owsley County Senior 
Citizens Center, Senator 
McConnell. Senator 

Stivers stated, “This is a 
critical time I believe in 
United States Future”. He 
went on to talk about the 
projects that have been 


done with coal severance 
money and the impact the 
Obama administration was 
having on the jobs in the 
coal industry and how it has 
impacted other industries 
as well. “We’ve lost 7000 
directly related coal jobs”, 
stated Senator Stivers, 
“which is $450,000,000 
in payroll, 1.5 million in 
severance tax because of 
the present administration”.

McConnell stated, “This 
is the most “anti business” 
administration in anybody’s 
memory”. “This 2700 bill 
has made higher premiums, 
lost jobs but nothing has 
been worse than the war 
on coal”, stated Senator 
McConnell. He stated 
that one of the greatest 
advantages in Kentucky 
has been the lowest utility

Two Shot m Clay, 
One Fatality 


What was meant 
to be a happy, fun day 
of hunting ended up in 
a tragedy for one young 
family and one still in the 
hospital. On Thursday near 
the Fogertown community 
of Clay County three young 
men were turkey hunting 
along Highway 638 when 
a fatality occurred. A 
shot rang out and killed 
Brian Griffin, 28 and 
landed Jason Roberts, 21 
in the hospital. Griffin and 
Roberts were airlifted from 
the scene to UK Hospital. 
The third man in the group, 
Chad Bullock was not 
injured and called 911. 
The call starts by Bullock 


telling the dispatcher his 
two friends have been shot 
and are in "bad pain." 

Monday afternoon, 
the Clay County Sheriffs 
Department was issued a 
search warrant on a home 
in Fogertown close to 
the shooting and are now 
waiting on DNA evidence 
from the items that were 
removed from the scene. 

Late Tuesday 
afternoon, the Clay County 
Sheriffs Department stated 
they were still waiting on 
the DNA evidence before 
an arrest would be made.

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FBL A and Multimedia Class Tour J Frank Publishing 


On Wednesday, April 16^, FBLA members 
and students of Mrs. Sandlin’s Multimedia Class 
visited J. Frank Publishing in London Ky. A tour of the 
facility was given by the Press Room manager, Danny 
Beckner. Students were introduced to the process of 
how the newspaper is created. For example, before 
the newspaper is printed, a piece of thin aluminum 
is pressed with fine print indentions and used as a 


template for newspapers. A machine is used to send 
the indentions to the printer. Humongous rolls of 
paper are loaded manually to the machines and are 
used for printing. It goes on an assembly line and the 
paper is cut. The ink is pressed to form the information 
that will go on the paper. It is then pressed again 
and again until the process is complete. When it gets 
to the end of the line, workers manually check the 


paper for errors, by comparing them to the proofs and 
tossing away the bad papers in a large metal crate 
that is then recycled. The workers put the papers on 
a labeling machine to be stamped and shipped. The 
finished papers are stored in large wooden crates for 
shipping. After the tour, students asked any questions 
that were not answered by the press room manager. 
J. Frank Publishing gave students and teachers that 
toured this day, free Booneville Sentinel papers.

Teresa Barrett visited and introduced students to her profession and the procedures and processes that are 
required to produce a newspaper. Students learned that The Booneville Sentinel was a family operated business and that 
Teresa took over the business after her mother retired. 

She explained the process that she and co-workers use to make the newspaper available for publishing and 
ready to be sent out for readers. She showed a presentation of this process. She told students the upcoming events that 
would be in the newspaper. She answered any questions students had. She finished the meeting saying that there was a 
scheduled tour of the J. Frank Publishing in London, Ky. for FBLA and the Multimedia Classes.

Power in Winchester 
recently announced the 
closure of its oldest 
operating power plant, Dale 
Station. The plant will go 
off line in April 2015 as new 
environmental regulations 
take effect. This round of 
regulations will require 
operating plants to meet 
stricter mercury emissions 
standards. Upgrades to 
meet those standards would 
cost millions of dollars. 
Power companies across 
the country are choosing 
to close older plants rather 
than spend millions and 
raise electric rates. 

Which brings us 
back to last winter’s polar 
vortex... While the country 
shivered in the grips of the 
polar vortex, 89% of the 
coal fired plants that are set 
to be idled under the new 
regulations were cranked up 
and producing electricity, 
noted Alaska Republican 
Sen. Lisa Murkowski 
during a Senate hearing on 
the subject. 

If you take those 
power plants out of the 
generation mix, it’s 
questionable whether or 
not the remaining plants 
could meet the demand of 
a nation in the grips of a 
future polar vortex. 

New mercury 
regulations are already 
set to take effect in 2015. 
They cannot be changed, 
and coal-fired plants across 
the country will close. 
The EPA, however, is 
considering new carbon 
regulations that would force 
power companies to invest 
millions in new equipment. 
States that rely heavily on 
coal to produce electricity, 
like Kentucky, will be hit the 
hardest. Those costs will be 
passed on to homeowners 
and business owners like 
you, raising future electric 


bills. 

Officials with 
East Kentucky Power 
Cooperative, which 

supplies electricity to 
Jackson Energy and 
other Kentucky electric 
cooperatives, estimate 
that proposed carbon 
regulations could add as 
much as $44 per month to 
electric bills in Kentucky. 

The EPA is 
currently taking comments 
on the viability of imposing 
new regulations, and now 
is the time to let them 
know if you oppose new 
standards that will result 
in costly upgrades for 
coal-fired plant. Electric 
cooperatives across the 
country are asking the EPA

way up because of the war 
on coal. “We’re gonna 
fight back on the war on 
coal, and I’m gonna lead 
the fight!” stated Senator 
McConnell. 

Through the EPA, there are 
two regulations: one is the 
comment period which is 
going on right now. The 
second regulation targets 
the existing coal plants. 
If these regulations goes 


to allow coal to remain a 
viable fuel supply for our 
nation’s power plants and 
to not raise electric bills. 

It’s important for 
you to contact the EPA and 
voice your opinion about 
these regulations. The 
deadline for comments is 
May 9. Tell the EPA that 
America needs a common 
sense solution for power 
generation. Visit www. 
action.coop to voice your 
opinion while there’s still 
time to preserve one of 
our nation’s most reliable 
sources of electricity - 
coal.
